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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 3-8, 10-17, and 19-32 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior arts of record teaches an input device comprising a foldable keyboard including 
a first keyboard unit and a second keyboard unit and a foldable flexible display rotatably attached to one 
edge of the first or second keyboard unit, wherein the foldable flexible display includes a flrst cover 
member attached to one edge of the first or second keyboard unit, a second cover member, a joint 
provided between the first and the second cover member, a linkage system including a pair of link parts 
which couples the first and second cover members, a flexible display sheet being placed over the first 
cover member, the joint, and the second cover member, and wherein the second cover member is slidable 
and foldable through the linkage system with respect to the first cover member.
